Boosts Fund To 


Fight SR Bridge 


PETALUMA m -T h e North Bay 
Barrier Association last night voted 
to see through its fight against the 
California State Toll Bridge Author­ 
ity’s plan for construction of a high 
level bridge between San Rafael and 
Richmond. 
Some 40 association members met 
here and collected «1,500 to boost 
the treasury which had spent its 
entire $3,500 since last summer on 
legal fees and public relations. 
The barrier group, which is cam­ 
paigning for a solid fill instead of 
the high bridge advocated by the 
Toll Authority, indicated it may go 
to the ’Supreme Court to fight a 
possible writ of mandate. The writ 
would order Frank B. Durkee, state 
director of public works, to sigh and 
execute «62 million worth of bonds 
to finance the high level construc­ 
tion. 
' 
Association secretary S t e w a r t 
Stone of Petaluma estimated that 
another «200 was needed “to get 
home free—that is continue out suit 
until we accomplish our purpose or 
fail.” 
The group has a suit against the 
Toll Authority and hop« to block 
the bridge building effort until “a 
complete, impartial study” of the 
solid fill plan can be made. 


Rebuilding of the new chuck-hole ridden county road into 
Mill Valley at a tentative cost of $64,624 appeared likely today 
as the result of “gentlemen’s agreement“ that was developing at 
an informal meeting held by the board of supervisors this morn­ 
ing. 
A compromise agreement with Tamaipais High school 
trustees which supervisors seemed inclined to accept was outlined 
by A1 Bagshaw, attorney for the high school. The agreement 
would: 
1-Commit the county to dropping proposed condemnation 
proceedings against the high school district in order to reopen 
the old county road which bisects ♦ 
the high school. 
2—Commit the school board to 
give the county a “license” to use 
the old county road until the new 
road is reconstructed. 
3—Permit the high school trustees 
to proceed with having plans and 
specifications drawn for a new boys’ 
shower and locker facilities to be 
constructed on the old county road 
as scon as the new county road is 
reconstructed. No formal action will 
be taken until the supervisors meet 
Monday. 
Approximately 75 people attended 
the sessoin to air their views on 
what the county should do about the 
road built at a cost of $30,000 which 
is now almost impassable. 
ALMONTE ATTORNEY TALKS 
An attorney retained by the Al­ 
monte Im provem ent Association, 
Lester C l a r k of San Francisco, 
maintained that hearings were not 
properly conducted on the reloca­ 
tion of the county road because it 
was advertised for October 13 and 
not held until October 14. 
The blockade of the old read, the 
almost two mile detour few Almonte 
residents and the poor condition of 
the new road in effect amounted to 
an abandonment of the old toad, 
Clark stated, and proper abandon­ 
ment proceedings were not held. *vv 
He said Almonte residents would 
be agreeable to a compromise solu­ 
tion which would provide suitable 
access to their homes. 
After the meeting he told reporters 
he did not know if he would file 
an injunction against the proposed 
action until he discussed the matter 
further with Almonte residents. 
- WANTS ROAD OPEN 
Mrs. Miriam Cummings, Mayor of 
Mill Valley, said the city felt that 
the old county road should be re­ 
opened as long as the new road is 
in its present condition. She added, 
It is apparent even were the new 
road stable and usable that a two- 
lane highway is not adequate at 
present to say nothing of 
the 
future. We are interested in the 
county consideration of following 
the master plan showing the NWP 
right of way eventually used as a 
highway.” 
County road commissioner Mar­ 
vin Brigham stated that work could 
not be started on reconstruction 
until about April 1 when the rainy 
season is supposed to be over. He 
estimated that work would take 
from three to four months. 
In a letter analyzing the failure 
of the road, Brigham said that the 
base rather than the underlying 
marsh had failed. The base failed 
because the rock had too high a 
plastic index with resulting disinte­ 
gration under extreme moisture con­ 
tent. He recommended that the 
base thickness be increased. 
•FLOATING’ SUGGESTED 
Displacement of the mud to pro­ 
vide a firm road bed is not feasible, 
he said and the only alternative to 
maintaining the same route would 
be to “float” the road on the marsh. 
He said settlement can be expected 
which 
would 
require 
additional 
maintenance expense, but it would 
be uniform. He also recommended 
that a double seaT coat be applied 
over a period of one to three years 
before the final paving is done. 
Clark objected that Almonte resi­ 
dents would remain “orphans” under 
the proposed agreement since it 
do« not solve the needs of the Al­ 
monte people.” 
Supervisor Mrs. Vera Schultz sug­ 
gested that further discussions be 
held on two possibilities: 
1—That a 25-foot easement from

Report Warns Cities 


To Beware Of Blighting 
By Undesirable Areas 


By MORRIE LANDS BERG 


SACRAMENTO (#) — California 
was told this week that It had bet­ 
ter do something to stop the 
blighting of its cities by ‘'undesir­ 
able'’ fringe areas. 
The recommendation was made 
in the final report submitted by 
Chairman Earl W. Stanley (R- 
Balbca Island) to members of the 
Assembly Interim Committee on 
Municipal and County Govern­ 
ment. 
The report also carries proposals 
to tax unincorporated areas for 
special services, such as police 
and fire protection, which they 
may be getting free now. Stanley 
already has translated these into 
bills before the recessed 1953 Leg­ 
islature. 


THE TWO-YEAR study grew 
out of the 1951 Legislative fight 
over the question whether unincor­ 
porated sections clustering around 
cities were enjoying a free tax 
ride at the expense of city tax­ 
payers. Spokesmen for the cities 
and the 58 counties have endorsed 
Stanley’s bill. 
The report says the results of 
unregulated fringe area growth 
outside most of California’s major 
cities “has been unfortunate so far 
as permanent development is con­ 
cerned.** It says: 


LAND 
HAS 
been 
subdivided 
without proper consideration for 
long-term planning. 
Building regulations have been 
lax, leading to substandard homes 
and business structures. 
Community services have been 
Inadequate. This has created seri­ 
ous 
problems with 
respect 
to 
health and sanitation, police and 
fire protection, parks and recrea­ 
tion, and roads and streets. 
No wonder, the report adds, 
cities in many Instances have been 
discouraged from annexing such

as a means of charging the cost, 
of special local services, 


THE REPORT, seeking the roots 
of the fringe area problem, notes 
that urban growth in California 
has followed an unusual pattern 
during the past twenty years. It 
says: 
The state has grown rapidly but 
the cities have grown slowly in 
comparison with the unincorpor­ 
ated sections which have mush­ 
roomed about them. 
This trend is particularly notice­ 
able since the 1939s. It has be­ 
come a common practice to turn 
to special districts to give city-like 
services. 


“AS A MATTER of fact," the re­ 
port goes on, “development of spe­ 
cial district government as an ap­ 
pendage to county government has 
made it unnecessary in many in­ 
stances for communities to in­ 
corporate. 
“Statistics for the state as a 
whole show that during the 30 
year period since 1920 less than 
half as many urban areas became 
incorporated cities as was true dur­ 
ing the twenty year period from 
1900 to 1920,** 
The report says general willing­ 
ness of cities to extend services 
to unincorporated areas on a con­ 
tract basis has helped to build 
special district government and 
discourage annexation. 


THE 
ASSEMBLY 
committee 
found in its studies that the cost 
of local services in many fringe 
sections tends to be high in terms 
of aggregate tax rates; in some 
cases it is higher than adjoining 
cities. 
The report says that when taxes 
start to climb in such areas, coun­ 
ty supervisors are frequently pres­ 
sured into extending city-like serv­ 
ice at general county expense. 
"On the other hand,** it says, 
“there may be an inclination on 
the part of residents of such areas 
to let the process of blight run 
its natural course until such time 
as new or changed property uses 
may revive the community eco­ 
nomically or until circumstances 
. . . make it possible • . • to be 
annexed.**

Kids 
raised on bubble gum are just 
growing up—and they are used to 
a tougher chew, 
“It’s funny how many letters 
people write in suggesting new gum 
flavors. Some want a liquor taste. 
That was tried. Didn’t work. No 
mass market — perhaps because 
there were more Devon like that 
at bars. 
“Some want a tobacco-flavored 
gum. Some ask for cola flavors. 
One Arab wanted a gum with a 
lamb flavor. 
Considerable scientific research 
goes into the creation of any new 
rum. 


*TT TOOK US TEN years of 
work to perfect chlorophyll gum," 
said Brown. “I chewed close to 
2,500 sample pieces before ws put 
it on the market." 
Brown’« teeth are in fine shape 
after a five-ton chewing career. 
He thinks it helped them, but he 
rather (breads the thought of ever 
losing them. 
"False teeth would add to my 
problem considerably," he admit­ 
ted. 
He likes his job and says his 
wife likes it even better. 
*T chew so much* gum during 
the day,“ he said, “that my jaws 
are too tired for me to want to 
start any family arguments."

Some awards, prizes and rewards 
are not subject to tax. If yours 
falls into one or more of the 
following, gen­ 
erally, it should 
be e x c l u d e d 
from income. 


A prize won 
on

of Gold,” where 
the winner had 
employed no 
capital, contri­ 
buted no labor, 
made no wager, 
given no en­ 
dorsement to sponsor’s product and 
assumed no obligation, was not 
taxed. Presumably, if the winner 
had contributed labor, such as 
answering a question correctly—he 
would have been taxed. 
An award received from a public 
foundation in recognition of scien­ 
tific achievements and services in 
promoting the public welfare—such 
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as winhing the Nobel Prize. 
Christinas presents received < by 
employees of a non-profit orga­ 
nization out of a fund made up by 
the members for this purpose. 
An award, the intent of which is 
to arouse interest and not to secure 
any advantage, profit, or benefit 
to the donor or to employ or buy 
the services of the contestants. An 
award where* the entire advantage 
of the contest goes to the winners 
and the community, such as a 
cleanup 
campaign 
where 
each 
householder cleans up his proper­ 
ty eliminating fire hazards, etc., 
and award is made to the house­ 
holder doing the best job. 
An award where the purpose is 
to advance scholarship, learning, 
arts or science and where the con­ 
testants are more interested in the 
prestige secured than the money 
or property won. 
Generally, all winnings from 
gambling, contest prises, lotteries, 
etc., are taxable income. 
It Is nice to win a new car, tele­ 
vision, refrigerator, savings bond, 
cash or other prize. If you did, you 
are required to report this Income 
ami pay the tax on it. 
If your 
winnings were In property other 
than cash, you should report the 
fair market value of the pron-riy. 
You are entitled, however to de­ 
duct your costs from your winnings 
to arrive at your net taxable in­ 
come. 
For instance: You may have 
purchased several tickets on the 
car you won. You may have to go 
out of town to pick it up paying 
your transportation there and gas­ 
oline, oil, bridge and ferry fares 
back. Or you may have purchased 
several sweepstakes tickets, and be 
required to travel to Ireland to 
pick up your winnings. The cost 
of the tickets and the trip would 
be deductible. 
You can deduct under miscellan­ 
eous on page 3 of the tax return 
" . . . aE the ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses paid or incurred dur­ 
ing the taxable year for the pro­ 
duction or collection of income 
. . . " That means such costs as 
your traveling costs in collecting 
the award, your costs of tickets, 
and any other costs that you may 
have had in connection with win­ 
ning or collecting the award.

Credit Buying 
Spreads To 
More Families

NEW YORK {JP>—Merchants re­ 
port that much* of the record 
Christmas and post-yule buying 
has been done on the cuff. 
Some retailers are going out 
hard for this kind of business. In 
the New York area one personal 
credit firm is running a mobile 
unit from neighborhood to neigh­ 
borhood to make it convenient to 
borrow. 
Makers and collectors of install­ 
ment loans predict a still further 
swelling in the total of consumer 
credit—which the Department of 
Commerce notes is at a record 
high of around 23 billion dollars. 


COMMERCE 
DEPARTMENT 
surveys says consumer debt jumped 
three billion dollars since March 
and that the proportion of buyers 
using credit appears to be ex­ 
panding. 
Executives of credit agencies 
contend this Isn’t harmful, because 
the country is prosperous — and 
debt totals always rise when times 
are good. 
They explain that when Jobs are 
easy to find, as now, the more 
money a man has in his pockets 
from higher paychecks, the more 
likely he is to take on the burden 
of weekly or monthly payments to 
get something he wants. 


INSTALLMENT DEBT for autos, 
home appliances and other con­ 
sumer goods is approaching 16 
billion dollars. 
The Commerce Department’s ob­ 
servation that the proportion of 
buyers using credit is expanding 
brings out an answer by the head 
of one of the largest consumer 
credit companies 
— 
Arthur O. 
Dietz, 
president 
of 
CI.T.

He contends: Consumer debt is 
spread out among more families 
and more prosperous families than 
before the war, and is therefore no 
threat to the economy. 
This spread is due to the rise 
of many lower income families up 
the pay ladder. 
Middle income families — those 
waking between $2,000 and $5,000 
a year—are the mainstay of the 
Installment debt industry, Dietz 
says.

A new Army policy that calls for 
sending AWOL soldiers overseas was 
condemned as a measure which 
would “lower the prestige» valor and 
courage of American soldiers in the 
eyes of the world and their fellow- 
countrymen** in a resolution pasaed 
Thursday at a meeting of Muir 
Woods Post No. 8741, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 
Copies of the resolution were sent 
to President Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Senator William F. Know land. Sen­ 
ator Thomas Kuchel and Congress­ 
men Hubert B. Scudder. 


NOTE SENT IKE 
An accompanying n o t e to the 
President from John 7. Caulfield, 
service officer, states that the “Pro­ 
gram outlined by the Army would 
result in far greater injury to the 
soldier who is serving in an honor­ 
able capacity than to the soldier 
sentenced by the military court- 
martial. 
"Later it could also result in a 
stigma being placed on the Veterans 
Foreign Wars in the United 
States, as an organization by reason 
overseas service while in the 
armed forces being a requisite for 
membership.” 
In the resolution, the group points 
out that “such reasoning on the part 
of the Army violates and trans­ 
gresses the concept of the American 
people, and that which is taught our 
children in public schools, that com­ 
bat service for our country in time 
of war, is an honor, a duty and a 
privilege, and not something to 
which a soldier is sentenced by a 
military court-martial after being 
found guilty of having committed a 
military crime.’*

A m b a s s a d o r's Wife, by Elisabetta Cerro« (Macmillan; $3) 


Fleeing from Budapest, which 
was then under Bela Kun, the 
young actress who wrote these ab­ 
sorbing memoirs went to Vienna, 
met Italiah Vittorio Cerruti and, 
two years later, In 1921, sailed to 
China to marry him.

Composer Builds Instruments; 
Creates Unique Modern Music

A 
“ghastly, 
hand - to - mouth 
existence” has not deterred musi­ 
cal innovator Harry Partch from 
producing “some of the most emo­ 
tionally provocative instrumenta­ 
tion yet devised 1 « the theater.** 
Unsupported during the first ten 
years of his unorthodox, experi­ 
mental work and ridiculed by aca­ 
demic musicians, Partch is ftnally 
beginning to get a small measure 
of recognition. 
This month’s Theatre Arts mag, 
asine declares, “With the produc­ 
tion of Harry Partch’s King Oedi­ 
pus at Mills college last Spring, 
the western theatre has been given 
one of the most challenging and 
revolutionary potentials in its his­ 
tory. For the first time a full score 
was composed* the speeches of the 
play were integrated harmonically 
and rhythmically with some of the 
most emotionally provocative in­ 
strumentation yet devised for the 
theater. For the first time a full 
score has been written including 
exact tone, inflection and rhythm 
for speaking actors.“ 
PARTCH, WHO HAS been living 
with various Marin friends the 
past few months, told us recently 
about the background that led to 
hi» construction of the instrument*» 
and composition of the score used 
in the Mills’ production of William 
Butler Yeats’ version of Sophocles’ 
“King Oedipus.” 
Nearly 30 years ago, Partch be­ 
gan thinking along the lines that 
resulted in the development of a 
scale based on 43-tones-to-the- 
octave, as opposed to the tradi­ 
tional 12-tones-to-the-octave. The 
lovely and exotic names of the in­ 
struments — like marimba eroica, 
chromelodeon, kithara, harmonic 
canon—are matched by the slight­ 
ly Oriental sounding 
pulsating, 
emotionally draining music they 
give forth in Oedipus. 
Partch, a native of Oakland, who 
was raised in Arixona and New 
Mexico, said, “I never had any 
doubt. I knew exactly what I 
wanted to be—a composer.” When 
he was II or 14. he “intuitively” 
began the composition of dramatic 
music. He would create stories and 
write the music for them 
But he soon began to rebel 
against traditional harmonies and 
«tarted asking musical why and 
wherefore q u e s t i o n , that his 
teachers could not or would not 
answer. 
“I began to do research on my 
own in libraries," Partch said. 
I 
»imply ransacked the music theory 
shelves of the Los Angeles public 
library but I coukl find no an­ 
swers.” 
a t U, HE STARTED to develop 
bis own system of music involving 
an almost complete about face 
from the scale, Instrumente? and 
usages of most Western music. 
Scorning musical tradition for its 
own sake, he re-examined the phe­ 
nomenon of sound. 
According to Otto Luening. a 
professor of music at Columbia 
University, he “avoided an easy 
gnd sensational experimeutaiism 


He has recognised In the findings 
of other workers in the field of' 
acoustics (some of them in ancient 
China and Oreece, some in medie­ 
val Europe and the modern West» 
conclusions pointing to new-old 
horizons. . . . If in the future these 
ideas are used In conjunction with 
electronic and other scientific de­ 
velopments in sound, one may ex­ 
pect a strange and beautiful music 
to result.” 
One of Partch's first practical 
experiments was the adaptation of 
a viola to produce music based 
upon a many-toned system of trfle 
Intonation, not upon quarter or 
eighth tones. To do so, he length­ 
ened the neck of the viola in order 
to increase the strings from 14 
inches to 20 inches to have more 
room for his divisions of the scale. 
Partch said that among other 
musical advantages, he found “a 
basis for a more subtle and thor­ 
ough integration of spoken tones 
with music.” He began working 
with words again in a dramatic 
way, incorporating the natural in­ 
flection of the words into har­ 
mony. He applied himself to pro­ 
jecting more clearly the subtle­ 
ties, refinements and inflections of 
language Itself. 
KEEPING GOING the first few 
years was difficult. Partch »aid he 
encountered “nothing but ridicule” 
from the academicians with one 
of the few exceptions being the 
late, respected music critic Red- 
fern Mason of Mill Valley. 
When he got a Carnegie grant 
in 1933 to do research on unusual 
musical instruments in England, 
he wrote to Yeats about his Ideas 
lor a musical version of Oedipus. 
After showing Yeats a rough 
musical plan for the work, Partch 
said, “Yeats reacted very well. My 
theory was exactly what his theory 
was. He had tried to influence 
com posers in them, but he had no 
luck because they were too aca­ 
demic. For years before I was 
born, he had been writing that 
ffljiiif had become too elaborate. 
He had expounded and hoped for 
a union of words and music in 
which ‘no word shall have an in­ 
tonation or an accentation it could 
not have in passionate speech.’ ” 
Lack of the tonal means that 
seemed to be necessary to the 
«n« od. character and length of the 
tragedy caused delays in fulfilling 
the ideas until the Mills College 
performance was put cm. 
In the interval. Parch had re­ 
turned to the United State* which 
was In the depths of the depres­ 
sion. For the next eight years, he 
did no music, but wandered about 
the country as a hobo, seaman, 
proofreader, migratory worker. 
Later he set the hobo speech to 
music, as well as newsboys* cries 
and other contemporary American 
»cones. During the war, he re­ 
ceived the first of two Ouggeu- 
iieim fellowships. 
RESEARCH GRANT from the 
University of Wisconsin in 1944 
enabled him to experiment fur­ 
ther, produce new instruments ami 
ooutinue composing. He has built

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'ansies And Violas Give 
'uick Color To Bare Garden 


Pansies and violas are popular in 
the California garden. In their 
aeons of life on this earth in which 
they have wandered through the 
temperature r e g i o n s climbing 
mountains, living by swamps, pass: 
ing plains, and making homes in 
the hills, Insect visitors have fol­ 
lowed them seeking their delicate 
honey. 
Our popular modem phtnts have 
come to us out of England through 
the wild violet, Ciola tricolor, and 
the golden flowered Viola lutea. 
What happened in the hybrid­ 
isation was that shortly after the 
Napoleonic wars Englishmen re­ 
turning to the Island brought from 
Malmalson a fine yellow pansy 
found there. 
Then some one 
brought a fine blue pansy from 
Russia. 
CROSSES WERE made by sev­ 
eral gardeners among them Thom­ 
son, Turner, and Stuart. In Bel­ 
gium a fancy pansy was developed 
also.

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 
Scientists Make 


Start your gladiolus now so they 
will bloom for you at the right 
time. Some gladiolus bloom in 70, 
SO, or 100 days aft« planting. 
Step one is to prepare conns by 
taking off old dry skin. Then get a 
pellet of bichloride of mercury, and 
drop it in a quart of water. Place 
conn* in solution, and let soak for 
atat hours. Plant corxns immediately 
after letting them drain off. 
If you are unable to find bi­ 
chloride of mercury, then select 
lysol; use one half tablespoon per 
gallon of water. Soak your conns 
in this solution for three hours. 
Or select one of the commercial 
emulsions. The main thing is to 
dip corm& in something to give 
them half a chance against their 
enemies fungus and thrip. 
Always select a sunny place in 
the garden for gladiolus. Under 
full sun the plants grow strong. 
Gladiolus in shade put out only 
pithy stems. Never place gladiolus

BP ACE GLADIOLUS far enough 
apart so that each corm gets 
plenty of food. Dig rows 90 inches 
apart, four inches deep, deeper if 
corms are large. Large corms are 
spaced six Inehes apart, smaller 
ones go about four inches apart 
By staggering the corms you get a 
double row effect and this makes 
management easy. 
Depth of planting is important. 
Deep planting means gladiolus can 
stand upright and grow the same. 
Too shallow planting often resulu 
in crooked stems and weak grow th. 
Some glads send up bloom spikes 
as much as 83 inch«. 
Prepare the soil well, go in for 
deep spading. Remember the roots 
of the gladiolus go right straight 
down. Thus they get their food 
from exactly the spot the corm has 
been planted. Prepare the soil so 
that it is loose in the beginning. 
Gladiolus want plenty of water; 
give It to them regularly. Don’t be 
afraid tp spray it overhead on the 
foliage. It will help to keep the 
plants clean and will discourage 
insect visit«». le t the watering be 


ing. They work in about half 
pound in the 100 square feet of 
row. Then in about six weeks when 
the third leaf spear has made its 
appearance they provide another 
half pound to the area. 
VARIETIES known to suit the 
California garden include: Flor­ 
ence Nightingale, white; Abu Has- 
san, velvety deep violet blue; 
Aureole, medium* yellow, luffled 
petals; Burma, deep rose; Elisa­ 
beth the Queen, lavender . Friend­ 
ship, pink; Leading Lady, crim­ 
son; Silver Wings, white; Manshu, 
bright yellow fused to pink with a 
red throat; Spic and Span, pink;

possible to select flowers all yellow, 
blue, violet, or white. 
THE PANSY AND VIOLA are 
alike in that they both possess 
fragrance though the viola has 
perhaps a stronger amount of it. 
Both produce seeds, and an ounce 
of pansy seed contains as many as 
25,000. Gardeners prefer however 
to increase their wealth in viola 
plants by taking cuttings and root­ 
ing them. 
How do you grow the pansy and 
viola; and is now, winter, a good 
time to start this work? 
In California we can grow 
pansies and violas anytime, and 
we can sow their seeds in the 
darkest days of winter. When we 
do this we think of course of spring 
and of the show to come. 
Pansies and violas both are 
perennials partial to the same kind 
of soil. A mixture made up of a 
third screened top soil, a third 
sharp sand, a third peat will serve 
best for their seeds. Sift all in a 
flat, firm weU, loosen the very sur­ 
face and then broadcast the seeds. 
DUST A TINY covering of peat 
on top, keep moist and set in a 
cool dark place.

Although a liquid spray can be 
made by dissolving the conditioner 
in water, iW « strongly recom­ 
mended that this not be done. The 
conditioner must get into the soil 
and a liquid cannot penetrate a 
hard, crusted surface. All soil 
should be broken up so the Kriltum 
can get into the hard lumps. A 
treated plot of soil will remain a 
loose, porous seedbed, despite hard 
rain and hot sun. 


Keep Wood Dry 
To Stop Termites 
Termites cannot exist without 
moisture and can be controlled by 
keeping excess water out of the 
wood parts of a house. 
Keeping moisture from rising 
out of the ground is important. 
If a basemcntless house is built 
with a crawl space, the crawl space 
should be well insulated. 
Wood sidewalks or framework 
should not be placed directly on a 
masonry foundation. Masonry and 
wood should be separated by a 
strip of damp-proof material.

Seedlings must be watched in 
order that the young plants keep 
growing and their roots never be­ 
come flat-bound. Nothing will hold 
back a seedling more than to be 
confined in a flat too long. The 
idea is to move the seedling early 
so that its roots are kept interested 
and thus are able to build up the 
plant body? 
In winter and during early • 
spring, far in advance, it is well to 
prepare the soil in the plot where 
new seedlings are to go. The plot 
should be raised, especially during 
a wet season. This is to secure 
drainage and keep the roots from 
drowning. All that is required is 
that the soil be lifted with a tiny 
ditch in front or along the side to 
drain away the rain water. 
SPACING or the pansy is im­ 
portant 
Each plant must have 
ample room for Its roots to spread. 
Each wants air circulation so that 
the leaves will dry readily, and the 
crown of the plant remain free 
from rot brought on by constant 
moisture. 
Space pansies 3-13 
inches apart 
Cultivation of the soil is helpful 
in the early days of a seedling 
pansy or viola. It keeps the soil 
from packing. 
Mass planting Is the best. A plot 
planted to violas of one color 
creates a better picture than the 
mixed planting. With the pansy 
however, this feature is not so im­ 
portant since interest is focused on 
the individual markings within the i 
petals.

DIANTHUS 
Spice Pinks Have 
Victorian Charm 


You can give ft delightful old-fashioned touch to sunny spots In your 
garden by planting some spice pinks. Grandmother grew these pink* 
for their spicy, clove-like fragrance. Her bouquets and nosegays were 
not complete until spice pinks, or dianthus plumarius, were tucked to 
among the other flowers. 
1 
The charming little plants grow 
a short compact mass of gray 
green foliage which is similar to 
the carnation. As this foliage only 
grows to about si* inches in 
tiefghth, the plant is excellent ma­ 
terial for use as a border or for 
rock garden planting. It can be 
well utilised in the smallest rock 
garden as It preserves such a neat 
tidy appearance with only an occa­ 
sional trim. Also it finds favor as 
a pool edging due to its very light 
leaf-drop. 
PLANTS SET OUT from flats 
now will form sturdy root systems 
and masses of stocky flower stems 
during the winter. With this fine 
•tart they will bloom sooner and 
heavier this spring. According to 
the Bedding Plant Advisory Board, 
they usually are available in flats 
containing mixed colors, with a 
sprinkling of red shades and a 
heavy tone of pink, rose, mauve 
and white. Occasionally they can 
be found in flats containing only 
one color. 
Spice pinks are excellent edging 
plants for sunny flower beds. A row 
of them helps to soften the lines of 
walks, driveways or lawn edges. 
Plant them six inches away from 
the edge of the bed, and eight 
Inches apart. In setting them out, 
be sure the top of the root ball is 
slightly above ground level, to help 
prevent stem rot. Then, when they 
have grown about fotur inches tall, 
pinch them back an Inch to en­ 
courage 
neater, more 
compact 
growth. 
SCATTER CLUSTERS of spice 
pinks in your annual or perennial 
flower beds for a charming infor-

mal touch. Try planting a row of 
them around the borders of a rose 
bed; you wift be delighted with 
the way the pinks’ feathery gray 
green foliage and dainty flowers 
give that ted a finished look. You 
also will find pinks a real discov­ 
ery for flower beds atop a low re­ 
taining wall; space them unevenly 
along the edge to break the hard, 
flat line of the wall. 
. 
• 
Like grandmother, you will find 
yourself counting on dianthus in 
innumerable ways. And for you 
they will do even more. For while 
they still have the old-fashioned 
fragrance that caused grandmother 
to call them spice pinks the dian­ 
thus of today is more double, much 
larger and with stems that are a 
joy for the bouquet maker. 


The two most important factors 
to rose growing are buying top 
grade plants, and proper planting. 
ftoses prefer an open area, free 
of tree and shrub roots, where 
they get half a day or more of 
Sun, preferably morning sun. Keep 
roots moist and covered when 
planting. 
Most any well drained soil, not 
too acid or alkaline can be made 
into good rose sod. Prepare the 
holes for planting well in advance. 
Dig holes * feet deep and ft inches 
across. Add to surface soil 10% 
pest. 10% rotted manure and 5% 
rotted compost. Mix well. When 
planting re-dig holes, build a cone- 
shaped mound In the center spread 
roots over cone; but union (bulge 
on understock where top is bud­ 
ded on the stock) slightly above 
level of the ground. Fill in, firm­ 
ing with feet; water thoroughly. 
ROSES ARE heavy feeders. Fer­ 
tilize from mid-March to mid- 
September, using % cup of a well- 
balanced fertilizer per plant. Dig 
a trench around plant, fill with 
water. When water settles place 
fertiliser in trench, fill with water 
again and cover after water has 
settled. After first application of 
commercial fertilizer a mulch of 
well-rotted manure may be ap­ 
plied. 
Roses require plenty of water. 
Keep beds moist at all times. Fre­ 
quency depends on soil, from once 
or twice a week in sandy soil, to 
once in two weeks in heavy soil. 
Allow water to run slowly and soak 
. deeply, 
A GFNEROUS supply of water 
will produce sturdy and more vig­ 
orous plants and will increase the 
quantity and quality of blooms 
Weeding is a garden job that 
never ends, but it can be greatly 
simplified by the use of a mulch. 
Peat moss, buckwheat hulls, com­ 
post, well-rotted manure or some 
appropriate s h e d d e d material, 
helps to keep down weeds and to 
keep the soil in the rose bed damp 
and cool. Where no mulch has 
been used, light cultivation of the 
surface soil will probably be neces­ 
sary to remove weeds and prevent 
caking 
Avoid 
deep 
cultivation 
which will damage small roots 
growing near the surface. 
SPRAYING OR dusting to con­ 
trol fungus diseases and Insects is 
another important summer chore. 
Sprays or dusts should be applied 
at ten-day Intervals during the 
early morning or late afternoon. 
During wet spells, the frequency 
should be increased as blackspot 
and mildew increase rapidly in 
these periods Remember that the 
spray or dust must cover the un­ 
derside of the leaves as well as 
the top to gain the maximum ef­ 
fect. Bummer chores to the rose 
garden are neither difficult nor 
tune-consuming, but they require 
regular attention, 
January is the best month for 
pruning bush roses to California. 
As much as possible cut out the 
oki wood and shorten back the 
new growth about % at last year’s 
growth. Cut out twiggy growth and 
cross 
branches 
When 
cutting 
blooms leave 3 or 4 leaves with 
the top one pointing to the direc­ 
tion you wish the growth to go. 
For the first two years after 
planting do not prune climbing 
Coses. From third year on cut back 
all new growth % right after the 
' flowering period. Climbers, which 
bloom once a year bloom on wood 
produced the previous year. Prune 
these right after flowering to allow 
a good growth for next year's 
flowers.

Brick walks and terraces may be 
laid either on a sand base or on 
a concrete base. The sand base 
method with sand joints is recom­ 
mended for those who prefer a 
walk or terrace that Is slightly ir­ 
regular. If a more rigid and 
smooth surface is desired, toe 
brick should be laid on a concrete 
sub-base. In either case, hard- 
burned low absorption brick should 
be used. 
THE SOIL SHODUl be exca­ 
vated to a depth of about 3% Inch­ 
es below the surface (5*4 inch« 
if a concrete base is to be used> 
and toe surface carefully leveled 
and tamped. Then place 1*4 inch 
of well tamped and leveled sand. 
The brick are laid flat on the sand 
bed to the desired pattern, placing 
them as closely together as pos­ 
sible. When the brick are all to 
place, spread a thin layer of sand 
on them and sweep it into toe 
joints with a broom Spray the 
surface with water to help pack 
the sand firmly between toe brick. 
IF THE BRICK are placed on 
a 3-inch concrete base, they are 
laid to a %-toch bed of cement 
mortar mixed in the proportion of 
I part Portland cement, % part 
lime and 3 parts sand. The brick 
should be laid so as to leave ap­ 
proximately % inch open joints 
between each brick. After they are 
in place, thoroughly mix I part 
Portland cement with 3 parts sand 


and spread the dry mixture over 
the surface of toe brick, sweeping 
it into the open joints. Tamp toe 
mixture into toe joints with the 
edge of a thin board mid sweep 
away toe surplus when all Joints 
sre fuU and firmly packed. Using 
the spray nozzle on a garden hose, 
spray water gently over each brick, 
so that it U washed clean and the 
joint is settled. Repeat this at fre­ 
quent intervals for two or three 
days to assure penetration and 
proper curing. 
A VARIATION of this method 
consists of spreading a dry fix­ 
ture of 1 part portland cement 
and 3 parts sand to a depth of I 
to 1H inches on toe earth sub­ 
grade. Lay the brick as before, 
with % inch open joints filling 
them and spraying with water as 
described above. 
Still another method of filling 


the open joints between toe brick 
is to pour a thin mixture of mortar 
or grout between the brick. Tho 
cement and sand are mixed dry 
as before, but sufficient water Is 
then added to make a ’’soupy** 
mixture of pouring consistency. 
Using a container with a narrow 
spout, the grout is then poured In­ 
to the joints One disadvantage of 
this method is the extreme cars 
that must be taken not to spiU 
the grout on toe surface of ths 
brick, thus making them more dif­ 
ficult to clean. 


Figuring Out Roof Pitch 
Easy Mathematical Problem 


Roof pitch U expressed as a 
fraction or as a certain number of 
inches of “rise” for each foot of 
»run.” These terms and others 
that are relevant are defined in 
the sketch shown here. 
If a roof rises $ feet and has a 
24-foot span, the pitch is # 24 or 
1/3. This same Toof would have a 
rise of 8 inch« for each foot of 
run. The pitch of the roof could be 
expressed in either manner. 
Roof pitch should be known be­ 
fore roofing material is selected 
for a building. All styles of asphalt 
shingles, the most widely used ma­ 
terial, are suited for roofs with a 
pitch of 1/6 (4-inch rise per foot

Fence Makes Good 
Neighbor Or Lawsuit 


“GOOD 
FENCES 
make 
good 
neighbors;' the poet says. But good 
fences in bad places make lawsuits, 
the lawyer says. 
Some general rules about fences 
are fairly popularly known. Much 
less known is the fact that none 
of these rules always holds true. * 
A reputable fence man recently 
•aid: “You can’t put a fence right 
on the dividing line between your 
property and your neighbor's un­ 
less you both erect the fence to­ 
gether and share the costs of its 
construction and m aintenance. 
“Otherwise,” he said, “build your 
fence on your side of the line, but 
right up U> the line. Don’t leave 
any strip of land to spare if you 
want to avoid serious trouble. 
He was Frank Nichols, president 
of the Nichols Wire St Aluminum 
Co., of Davenport, la., one of the 
largest m anufacturers of alum i­ 
num chain link fencing. 
Weil, It’s easy to see how you 
m ight erect an alum inum chain 
link fence in that m an n er-p u ttin g 
the posts on your side of the line 
and stretching the fencing right 
along the line so there wouldn't 
be any land to spare. But we got to 
thinking about the split rail fen­ 
ces, Abe Lincoln style, erected 
throughout Indiana and Kentucky, 
and about the hedges th at grow 
almost any place in the country. 
W here to your property 
line 
among the X supports of a rail 
fence, or among the green sprouts 
of a hedge? 
PROF. HOWARD WILLIAMS, 
property raw instructor at Colum­ 
bia University Law School said, 
“Laws regarding real estate,” he 
•aid, “have many ram ifications in 
many different localities. If I were 
buying a house, or had a boundary 
problem in regard to a fence, I 
myself would seek the guidance of 
the best real estate lawyer I could 
obtain.** . 


He mentioned some of the haz­ 
ards involved. 
If you guess at your boundary 
and happen to buifd your fence on 
your neighbor’s side of the line, 
it’s his fence. It’s on his land and 
be has a right to tear it down. 
But can he tear it down with­ 
out being liable for damages? Ap­ 
parently that depends on when he 
tears it down. 
If you build your -fence too far 
over on your side of the line, so 
that a strip of a few Inches or a 
few feet of your land extends along 
your neighbor’s side of the fence, 
you run the risk of losing that 
strip of land. 
But apparently that depends on 
what the strip is used for. 
THERE 18 A LAW of “adverse 
possession.” This means that who­ 
ever uses any land without objec­ 
tion over a period of years may 
claim ownership of that land. So 
if you put your fence inside your 
property line and your neighbor 
uses the spare land for his potato 
patch for a number of years, it 
may become his land. 
If your fence leaves a path for 
public passage anew this is undis­ 
turbed for a period of years, the 
path may become a public path. 
This is why Rockefeller Center 
closes a street in New York — 
Rockefeller Plaza — to all traffic 
one day a year. The plaza is pri­ 
vate property, leased from Colum­ 
bia 
University, 
and 
Rockefeller 
Center by closing this street pre­ 
vents it from becoming public 
property. 
The number of years that it 
takes for anyone to claim adverse 
possession depends on laws that 
vary among the states. The time 
varies from 15 to 40 years. To off­ 
set adverse possession, you must 
maintain your claim to spare land 
— close it to passage once a year, 
or plant grase, rings, etc, fetrfef 


However, to m a i n t a i n your 
planting on a neighbor’s side of a 
fence, you may have to get his 
permission to walk on his land. 
Otherwise your passage there may 
create an easement over his land 
and eventually you might claim 
the perpetual right to that pas­ 
sage. 
Prof. Williams suggests that the 
safest procedure in regard to any 
variation of boundaries is to have 
a written agreement. And like all 
written agreements, it is best to 
have this prepared by a lawyer 
HEDGES ARE trouble makers in 
boundary disputes. Ordinarily what 
is on your property belongs to you. 
If the branches of a neighbor s 
apple tree hang over your yard, 
the apples on those branches are 
yours. So are the branches. You 
can cut them off if you don’t like 
them. But still there can be ex­ 
tenuating circumstances. 
For example, one home owner 
planted a hedge in 1925. He told 
his gardener to plant It on the 
property 
line. 
Apparently 
t h e 
neighbor didn’t mind as the hedge 
grew and its roots and branches 
encroached over the boundary. 
Almost 25 years later the neigh­ 
bor sold his house. The new own­ 
er had a survey made and found 
the hedge to be a foot inside his 
property line. He figured it was 
his hedge, being on his land, and 
he cut it down. 
The m an who .planted the hedge 
brought suit. He argued th at al­ 
though the hedge turned out to 
be on his neighbor’s land, that 
strip of land belonged to him since 
he had used it adversely for more 
than 15 years. 
The Judge did not agree. He held 
th a t the former neighbor has dis­ 
cussed the m aintenance of the 
hedge with its planter, granting 
permission, and therefore posses­ 
sion of the one-foot strip was not 
adverse* under the law. But the 
court called this an easement over 
the neighbor’s property for the 
purpose of maintaining the hedge. 
And the judge awarded $400 dam­ 
ages for the destruction of the 
hedge — determined to be the 
value of the shrubbery.

Two bathrooms are getting to be so popular among modem homes 
that many owners of older houses are putting a second bathroom at the 
top of their lists for future improvements. 
At the same time the census people say that about one house out of 
every three has no bathroom at all. Sb some of the things to con­ 
sider when planning a bathroom ought to be useful. 
A friend of this deportment ex­ 
claims: “Two bathrooms? I can't 
take more than one bath at a 
time!'* 
Well, although he could 
afford the luxury of on extra bath­ 
room, he is a man whose young­ 
sters have flown the coop. He has 
no school-going rush hour prob­ 
lem when he wonts to shave for 
work in the morning. 
After all, this demand for two 
bathrooms has a real family need 
back of it. It amounts to much 
more than just an extra, like two 
windshield wipers on the cor. It's 
an expensive proposition, no mat­ 
ter how you go at it. 
Along with the modem 
fully- 
equipped 
kitchen, 
the 
average 
bathioom is one of the most costly 
rooms in a house. Therefore econ­ 
omy is a must in its planning. 
Plumbing is expensive. 
Fixtures 
cost money. And if you’re going to 
tile the room for permanence and 
ease of cleaning, that's an item, 
too. 
WHERE YOU PLAN a second , 
bathroom is a big factor in econ­ 
omy. If it’s going to be upstairs 
you can save a lot in plumbing if 
you can place it over a first floor 
bathroom or the kitchen. This al- 
# lows short pipe runs. But you have 
to double check the strength of 
your floor joists. A fully tiled bath­ 
room can add a big dead load on 
the framing of a house and a tub­ 
ful of water adds more. 
One way to get around compli­ 
cated structural reinforcements in 
some cases 1s to use lightweight 
fixtures and eliminate dreams of 
tUe. Pressed steel fixtures, stamp­ 
ed out similarly 
to 
automobile 
fenders, present a surprisingly fine 
appearance. A bathtub of this type 
is so light one man can handle it. 
Enamelled in colors, these fixtures 
run about the same in price as 
plain white fixtures in conven­ 
tional enamelled cast iron. 
Floor and wall coverings of as- 
sphalt tile or other composition 
provide smart and serviceable sub­ 
stitutes for the real McCoy—clay 
tile. 
In locating this room you might 
run into a window problem. Every­ 
body seems to want a window in

the bathroom. But hotel builders 
have demonstrated that interior 
bathrooms, artificially ventilated, 
are entirely practical If you can 
consider this idea, you might save 
some more money. The thing to 
bear in mind, though, is the arti­ 
ficial ventilation. 
To skimp on 
this feature courts mildew. 
HOUSING SPECIALISTS of the 
V S. Department of Agriculture 
recently worked out the smallest 
possible bathroom accommodating 
the standard size fixtures. They 
came up with a room only five feet 
square. Whether the FHA ever 
would recognise this is something 
else again. But it shows how Uttle 
space actually is needed. 
A shower stall in place of a tub 
might make It possible to shrink 
that room further. But no matter 
how much you may prefer a 
shower bath it is not wise to leave 
a bathtub out of the only bath­ 
room in a house. It could affect 
resale value. You can’t bathe a 
baby in a shower bath. 
However, the window problem 
turned up noticeably in the Ag. 
Department scheme. The planners 
admitted “One disadvantage of this 
minimum room is the inconven­ 
ience of having the window above 
the tub and tne door opening out­ 
ward.**

At one time it was believed that 
cirrhosis, or hardening of the liver, 
was due to drinking excess alcohol 
over a long period of time. It is 
now thought that alcohol is not the 
real caosc of this disease, but con­ 
tributes indirectly to it. 
A dietary deficiency may be the 
rsal case of this disease, but eon- 
Ttius, the alcoholic may get cirrho­ 
sis of the liver only as a secondary 
cause, because he does not eat 
enough food while drinking. 
Many people get cirrhosis follow­ 
ing a liver infection, or hepatitis 
Infection by certain parasites such 
as liver flukes, which are prevalent 
in countries like Egypt, may some­ 
times be a cause. 
A dietary deficiency, it is believed, 
leads to a growth of fat in the 
liver, which eventually causes the 
organ to become hard and fibrous, 
destroying the normal liver cells. 
When this happens, and the nor­ 
mal tissues are replaced by scar 
tissues, the flow of blood through 
the liver may be highly distributed. 
This can cause a back pressure in 
the different blood vessels leading 
into the liver. 
AFFECTS BLOOD VESSELS 
In the vessels leading from the 
lower intestine, this can lead to 
hemorrhoids, or piles, which are 
very common in persons suffering 
from cirrhosis of the Uver. 
The blood vessels leading to the 
liver from the upper portion of the 
stomach and from the esophagus 
also become distended and bleed 
easily. A person with this condition 
may then vomit blood. One suffer­ 
ing from cirrhosis of the liver can 
vomit up a great deal of blood and 
may easily die from hemorrhage. 
The abdomen in cirrhosis of the 
Uver becomes swollen from excess 
fluid, and the legs may also swell.

The person is anemic and has a 
yellowish tint to his skin, or jaun­ 
dice. 
The proteins in 
the person’s 
blood, which are so essential to life, 
are steadily reduced, as the Uver 
\k so necessary tor their use by 
the body. 
Recently it har been shown that 
certain essential substances can be 
taken by the person at the onset 
of Uver disease, and may prove 
helpful in preventing cirrhosis from 
developing. These substances are 
methionine, choline, and inositol. 
Usually, a person suffering from 
cirrhosis of the Uver should follow 
a diet moderate in starches and 
sugars with large amounts of pro­ 
teins. The diet should contain no 
fat. Giving methionine, choline, and 
inositol after cirrhosis develops may 
also help. Injections of concentrated 
Uver are helpful. 
Recently, an operation was de­ 
veloped In which a button is In­ 
serted in the abdomen, enabling 
fluid to be drawn off when it ac­ 
cumulates excessively. 
In a few 
cases surgery may also be of help 
if there is profuse hemorrhage from 
Uie stomach. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. R.: JVhat causes fever blisters 
to appear? 
Answer: Fever blisters are caused 
by a virus, fhich is a germ too 
small to be seen with the ordinary 
microscope. Often fever blisters oc­ 
cur following a severe infection or 
injury.

Today in our neigh­ 
borhood, the m ost popular folk are 
the old couple up mi the hill who 
never did get around to replacing 
their coal furnace and the m an 
across the street who h as an arte­ 
sian well which is usually decorative 
but Is today completely utilitarian 
The storm th at knocked out our 
light and heat also took the m unici­ 
pal water pum p out of operation. 


When you are without its services, 
it appears th at our entire mode of 
life is geared to electricity, even our 
fashions and our food. With an elec­ 
tric ice box a piece of useless equip­ 
ment, canned and preserved foods 
have become our staple diet and 
we’ve eaten bread in unprecedented 
quantity. Those quaint clothes our 
grandparents affected in the days 
before central heating don’t seem 
funny at aU to me today. We’ve all 
abandoned silk and cotton in favor 
of flannel and woolen. Ladies had 
to wear ankle-length dresses a cen­ 
tury ago if for no other reason than 
to conceal the lace-covered p an ta­ 
lettes which were th at day’s version 
of today s "kxngies.** I have discov­ 
ered, incidentally, that slacks, worn 
under 
a 
skirt, 
are 
satisfactorily 
warm if scarcely chic. 


Abraham Lincoln is my hero to­ 
day. I tried candle-light reading last 


night, and gave up with a headache 
after 3» minutes. Maybe our candles 
aren’t as bright today, but I su s­ 
pect Mr. Lincoln was a m an of su­

his 
studies doggedly with such wan and 
wavering assistance. When darkness 
faite upon us these days, we go to 
bed and hope th at we w ont wake 
up untU daylight when everything 
l i easier. 
There are some pleasures accru­ 
ing from this enforced return to 
rather primitive living conditions. 
We are completely cut off from out­ 
side communications — radio and 
television were silenced when the 
lights went. Road conditions have 
prevented us from getting hold of 
the newspapers. As a consequence, 
we’ve had a two-day period in which 
we have given little thought to the 
troubles beyond our iced-in little 
neighborhood. 
Governm ents

have fallen, ex-racketeers m ay have 


been Indicted, the new adm inistra­ 
tion m ay have made an earth-shak­ 
ing announcement about taxes. T he 
only thing th at seems real is the 
tragically fallen willow tree in my 
front yard. I wonder how they got 
people steam ed up enough to fight 
a revolution in 1776. 
We’ve discovered conversation and 
parlor gam es—the kind like ’Tw enty 
Questions’’ which require neither 
light nor movement. Much of our 
conversation te about the way an­ 
other generation m ade do and sym­ 
pathising with farm ers whose whole 
life and livelihood 1s subject to the 
whim of a force as powerful and 
uncontrollable as nature. 
And we’re enjoying some simple 
pleasures 
with 
appreciation: - the 
pleasant sm ell of cooking coffee and 
frying onions, and the sharp com­ 
fort of coming from a cold bedroom 
to the steam y warmth of the hearth 
. . . oops, time to get more wood!

Both 
say their husbands practically push­ 
ed them on the plane, prom ising to 
take good care of the sm all fry 
while they are away. 
M rs. M ulira explains that she will 
be a better mother "after this fairy 
tale visit to Am erica." She te active 
in the U ganda Council of Women, 
the A frican Women’s Society and 
the YWCA in U ganda. Her husband 
is a specialist in African languages 
and has been a professor at the 
School of A frican Studies, London 
University. 
Mrs. K ibuka founded the first 
African nursery school in Uganda, te 
president of the Young Group of 
Tam pala, her native oity, and plans 
to teach m odem child care m ethods 
to native m others on her return. 
Fbur of the other 20 young women 
in the group also have sm all chil­ 
dren. There is, for instance, Mrs 
A lfreds de Silva of Seyion, a S in g­ 
halese by birth, who h as an eight 


year old daughter. Although she 
broadcasts regularly over Radio Cey­ 
lon she says.

ARKANSAS BAPTISTS 
Church Debt Paid By Putting 
Moral Obligation Above Law

Salvador Dali has designed, for 
the museum or for milady, a sec­ 
ond collection of glittering jewels 
. . . a crucifix which he calls 
“Light of Christ” and six “mystic 
medals." 
The medals include a Madonna, 
showing from one angle the face 
of the Holy Mother and, from an­ 
other, the face of Christ; a “Bleed­ 
ing World" and “Veritas V incif 
The others are on profane sub­ 
jects: “Mad Ophelia," “Daphne" 
and ‘Tristan and Isolde*" 
Commissioned by Ale many Ac 
Ertman, and now on exhibition in 
this New York jewelry firm's show­ 
rooms, they are the work: of the 
famous ex-surrealist whose paint­ 
ings in the last couple of years 
have 
reflected 
specifically 
his 
Catholic faith. 
The crucifix, consisting of a 
burst of 600 diamonds in the cen­ 
ter of the cross, is for sale for 
$30,000, and the others at $3,750 
apiece, and about $33,000 for the 
collection. 
The materials besides diamonds, 
are aquamarines, rubies, emeralds, 
topes, lapis lazuli and a softly 


burnished gold for base. The Jewel­ 
ry pieces were made in New York 
under Dali’s supervision.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)~ A short, 
graying Baptist minister walked 
into the Little Rock Post Office re­ 
cently and mailed 110 checks—the 
last payments on a $700,000 debt 
of honor. 
0 
It was a debt that took nine 
years to pay through the sacrifices 
of fewer than 300,000 Arkansas 
Baptists. 
To do it the minister had to 
breqjt parliamentary rules and ap­ 
peal a lawsuit to the Arkansas Su­ 
preme Court. 
The minister, who declines to 
take much of the credit, is Dr. 
Benjamin L. Bridges, present sec­ 
retary of the Arkansas Baptist 
Convention. 
THE PROBLEM WAS a $1,200,« 
000 bond issue debt that in 1831 
threatened to dissolve the Arkan­ 
sas Baptist Convention. 
Bonds were sold during the 
1930’s when the convention launch­ 
ed an expansion program that 
built three colleges, a hospital, an 
orphanage and an ambitious state 
mission. 
Then the depression hit and in 
one of Arkansas’ 8' bank failures 
during January, 1831, the Conven­ 
tion lost $54,000—the interest pay­ 
ment on the debt built up in the 
30 s.

D. Brown, reported on the hopeless 
situation and submitted his resig­ 
nation.

Bridges, pastor of a Little Rock 
church, volunteered to seek and 
answer. In his plea to the board

the minister argued that surrender 
would mean the loss of 100 years 
of Baptist mission activity in the 
state and that “certainly God 
An emergency meeting of the 
would not allow that.** 
Three months later the board 
met again. Still Bridges did not 
have a solution. 
It was then that he violated par­ 
liamentary rules. 
As chairman, Bridges refused to 
recognize a board member who 
wanted to second a motion that 
would have dissolved the organiza­ 
tion and ducked the big obligation. 
Instead Dr. Bridges made an im­ 
passioned 30-minute plea that the 
group go on with the faith that 
“God will see us through." Dissolu­ 
tion was forgotten and Bridges was 
made general secretary. 
He asked the bondholders to 
name a protective committee with 
which '*ie Baptists could negotiate. 
HE FORMULATED A PLAN to 
retire the debt in 31 years and 
gained the committee’s approval. 
The Baptists then thought they 
had a solution to the problem. 
But the holders of promissory 
notes and some bondholders start­ 
ed suing the Convention. Churches 
and members became discouraged 
and 
stopped 
contributing. 
Dr. 
Bridges was forced to compromise. 
A federal court in 1836 approved 


a * committee-suggested 
plan to 
settle the debt. 
A special campaign resulted in 
enough to retire the bonds and 
notes on the basis of 35 cents to 
the dollar. 
The Arkansas Baptist Conven­ 
tion was— legally—free of its tre­ 
mendous debt 
Being just legally free did not 
satisfy the executive board nor Dr. 
Bridges. They placed all the can­ 
celled papers in a strong box and 
hid it In back of the safe. 
DR. BRIDGES TRAVELED the 
state and told those who once had 
held the bonds and notes that some 
day Arkansas Baptists must pay 
their “honest'* debts. 
At the 1848 Arkansas Baptist 
Convention meeting in Little Rock, 
the executive board recommended 
that the 66 per cent remaining in- 
. debtedness be paid in full. It would 
cost $700,000—three times the Con­ 
vention’s annual budget. 
A great fight erupted on the 
floor of the meeting. Lawyers ar­ 
gued that the debt was legally 
paid, ministers disagreed and some 
suggested that it would be much 
better to use the money in the 
spread 
of 
Gospel 
Evangelism 
around the world. 
Finally, Maxfield Oarrott. an 
Arkansas-born missionary who had 
returned from Japan where he had 
spent two years In a concentration 
camp, made a moving speech. 
He said: “The testimony ol 
Arkansas Baptists and all other 
Christian bodies will be naught as 
long as the world can point to any 
suggestion of dlzhonesty in our 
dealings." 
The convention voted to pay 
the debt. 
IN DECEMBER OF THAT year 
the first noteholders were paid off 
in full. In the years afterward, 
others, including the heirs of some, 
were paid off. 
At one point the movement al­ 
most collapsed. A group of laymen 
brought suit to restrain contribu­ 
tions to pay off the debt. 
Bridges carried the suit to the 
Arkansas Supreme Court which 
ruled: 
“The 
Convention's 
action 
in 
recognizing this moral obligation 
and determining to discharge it la 
nothing more 
might be ex­ 
pected from a growing, militant 
organisation dedicated to promot­ 
ing a religion whoee cardinal prin­ 
ciple is found In the command­ 
ment; ‘As ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to 
them likewise.’ **

Great Humility 
Taught By Jesus

This lesson on the need for 
humility and a forgiving spirit is 
indeed a timely one. In the last 
20 years we have seen men rise 
from obscurity to great power. It 
Is possible that they were humble 
men in the beginning, but with 
great ambition». 
When they gained power they 
exercised it a» If they were om­ 
nipotent-even as God. They pre­ 
sumed to exercise the power of 
life and death over their fellow 
creatures, persecuting and slaugh­ 
tering 
Innocent 
millions. 
They 
brought on a great war in which 
millions more were killed—civil­ 
ians as well as soldiers and many 
more were injured or made home­ 
less. 
What a difference it would have 
made if they had followed Jesus' 
teaching, and used the power they 
gained for good instead of evil! 
EVEN THE DISCIPLES, those 
closest to our Lord, craved to be 
greater than their fellows, and 
asked Jesus, “Who is the great­ 
est in the kingdom of heaven?” 
Christ’s rebuke was to set a 
little child in their midst, saying. 
• Whosoever shall humble himself 
as this little child, the same is 
greatest 
In 
the 
kingdom 
of 
heaven." 
Watch children at play, they 
quarrel, strike each other; but a 
short time later, they ate again 
playing 
happily 
together, 
then* 
squabbles forgiven end forgotten. 
It is often the parents taking 
their own children's part, who 
continue the warfare and some­ 
times force their children to do 
the same. 
JESUS TAUGHT, "For if ye for­ 
give men their trespasses, your 
heavenly Father will also forgive 
you.” 
How can we espect forgiveness 
if we do not acknowledge that we 
too

sinned,

forgive 
others, humbly asking our heav­ 
enly Father to forgive us? 
Further Jesus said, that "Whoso 
shall offend one of these little 
ones which believe in Me, it were 
better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea.”

until he found him? Then would 
he not rejoice more over that one 
that might have been lost for­ 
ever, than over the 99 who had 
not strayed?

So much for the "humble and 
contrite heart." 
NOW ABOUT FORGIVING: It 
is sad but true that some of our 
bitterest quarrels and least for­ 
giving spirits often are those in 
church groups. We all profess to 
follow the same Lord and ack­ 
nowledge 
the 
same 
God, 
our 
Father. Let us all reread Christ's 
teaching on forgiveness. He said 
that If your brother trespassed 
against you, you should go to him 
and talk the matter over. If you 
could make the other see where 
his fault lay, you have gained thy 
brother.” 
If the offender could not be 
brought to see his fault, then wit­ 
nesses should be called to hear 
the dispute. If that did no good, 
the matter should be brought to 
the church. Christ only mentioned 
His church twice during His min­ 
istry. If the trespasser refused to 
listen to the church, the case was 
hopeless. 
Peter asked Jesus how many 
times should he forgive his broth­ 
er, "Until seven 
times?" Jesus 
answered, "Until seventy tunes 
seven.** 
JESUS THEN TOLD another 
parable about a man who*e serv­ 
ant owed him an enormous sum of 
money—more titan he could ever 
pay. The master told him to sell 
himself, his wife and children, and 
all that he had, and pay him. 
The servant fell on his knees 
and begged so hard that the mas­ 
ter was overcome with pity and 
forgave the servant his debt.

Lowell Mason, the composer, was 
browsing about in a Boston book­ 
stall one day when, he met a young 
friend, Hay Palmer. "I'm making 
r. new booklet of hymns and 
tunes," Mason confided. "W ont 
you contribute a poem that I can 
set to music fojr the collection?" 
Palmer thumbed through a note­ 
book which he had been carrying 
about with him for more than two 
years. He found a page which car­ 
ried some scribbled stanzas, tore It 
out, and handed it to his composer 
friend. Mason pocketed the poem*— 
the first copy of “My Faith Looks 
Up To Thee”—without realizing it. 
Later, in the quiet of his study, he 
was so inspired by it that he wrote 
the now famous tune, “Olivet,’* 
which has become as widely known 
and as popular as the hymn it­ 
self. 
WHEN THE TWO FRIENDS 
met again a few days afterward. 
Mason greeted the poet enthusias­ 
tically. "You may live many years 
and do many good things." he told 
Palmer, "hut I think you will be 
best known to posterity as the 
author of ‘My Faith Looks Up To 
Thee’ " 
Palmer, who later became a 
prominent Congregational clergy­ 
man, was only 22 when he wrote 
the hymn which has been ac­ 
cepted as America’s finest for more 
than a century. He had been read­ 
ing a German poem of two stanzas 
which descibed a penitent sinner 
before the cross. The description 
stirred his «nil deeply and he made 
an English translation. Then, still 
under the spiritual spell, he began 
to add stanzas of his own, inter­ 
preting the emotions of the sup­ 
pliant. For the time being, the 
poet himself became the penitent 
sinner and his verses gave expres­ 
sion to his own spiritual experi­ 
ence of the moment. 
THE YOUNG HYMNIST had no 
idea, as he went along with his 
composition, th* 
he was writing 
an immortal hymn. Years later he 
declared that he wrote without 
effort, “fits only purpose being to 
give expression to a full heart. 
Each stanza, however, was penned 
with tender emotion and as lie 
reached the last one, 
"Blest Saviour, then, in love, 
Pear and distrust remove; 


his great debt, 
"So likewise shall My heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses.” 
Our note book editor tells of a 
young minister who was rude and 
bombastic to a noted preacher. 
Later he realized his fault and 
wrote to the minister asking for­ 
giveness. The answer was short 
and beautiful; "Forgiven; Forgot­ 
ten; Forever!"
